The storm which did the damas- 
was but a branch at t general disturb- 
ance which has been moving^ in a 
northeastrrly direction from eastern 
Texas and Mhieh is central ovrr th-^ 
grcut lakPS. The general storm whii h 
is reported to have gathered some en- 
ergy Is, however, of little seveHty and 
will probably pass away to the ocean 
through the ft. l.a.vrence yallsy. 

In Nfjrhvillc the rainfall for the past 
24 hours was 6:02 inches, an abnorm- 
Blly largo iMreeipitatlon. Memphis re- 
ports 2.i8 inches. The telegraph com- 
panies arc I adiy handicapped in all 
Jirections by reason of the storm. 

The storm started a few miles south 
of Ttmtea, MM., And pftrallefed the 
Illlndts' Oaatral road for som^ > .s- 
tance and then took a northeasterly 
direction, striking Legrange, Tenn., 
and points In middle Tennessee. The 
known casualties in liistlsslppl are 
four ncfjioes klllrd near I.ula; five 
negroes killed near Tiiuira and one 
Wbit^ nian and one negro killed near 
Hernando, Jdlsa. Hundreds uf farm 
bulldtnga chiefly cabins ocenpied by 
negroes were deritr'''yeil. together with 
a number of fchool houses and church- 
ct. The damage to the cotton crop 
oannot as yet be estimated, but it 
mnat be very hMtvy.
